Sec. 10- 20. 7b. Active mlitary servi ce. Any
certificated or non-certificated enployee of a school board
who is a nenber of any reserve conponent of the United States
Armed Services, including the Illinois National Guard, and
who is nobilized to active mlitary duty on or after August
1, 1990 as-a-result-of-an--order--of--the--President--of--the
United--States, shall for each pay period beginning on or
after August 1, 1990 continue to receive the sane regular
conpensation that he receives or was receiving as an enpl oyee
of the school board at the tinme he is or was so nobilized to
active mlitary duty, plus any health insurance and other
benefits he is or was receiving or accruing at that tine,
m nus the anmount of his base pay for mlitary service, for

the duration of his active mlitary service. Such active

mlitary duty shall not result in the loss or dimnishnent of

any enpl oynent benefit, service credit, or status accrued at

the tine the duty commenced if the duty comrenced on or after

Septenber 1, 2001.

In the event any provision of a collective bargaining
agreenent or any school board or district policy covering any
enpl oyee so ordered to active duty is nore generous than the
provi si ons cont ai ned in this Section, the «collective
bar gai ni ng agreenent or school board or district policy shal
be controlling.

as-a-result-of-an--order--of--the--President--of--the--United
States, shall for each pay period beginning on or after
August 1, 1990 continue to receive the same regul ar
conpensation that he receives or was receiving as an enpl oyee
of the Board of Education at the time he is or was so
mobilized to active mlitary duty, plus any health insurance
and other benefits he is or was receiving or accruing at that
time, mnus the anmount of his base pay for mlitary service,

for the duration of his active mlitary service. Such active

mlitary duty shall not result in the |oss or dimnishnent of

any enpl oynent benefit, service credit, or status accrued at

the tine the duty commenced if the duty comrenced on or after

Septenber 1, 2001.

In the event any provision of a collective bargaining
agreenent or any board of education or district policy
covering any enployee so ordered to active duty is nore
generous than the provisions contained in this Section, the
collective bargaining agreenent or board of education or
district policy shall be controlling.
